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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose applicant's control means that will switch between the PSTN and IP 
networks based on a user's commands when the communication terminal is operating 
in the other network (PSTN or IP) from which a user is witching out of. 

The closest piece of prior art, Phillips et al - U.S. Patent #6243377, discloses 
a single DSL line(100) between a subscriber premises and an exchange that will enable 
simultaneous transmission of voice and data calls. Phillips also has a selector (14) that 
will select which network to send the voice or data signals to. The prior art is replete 
with a user being able to select whether to use the PSTN or IP networks before placing 
a phone call. For example see U.S. Patent Publication #2002/0172209, H-0020; U.S. 
Patent Publication #2001/0012282, 1J-0028; U.S. Patent #6,859,451, col. 6, lines 10-14. 
However, the prior art fails to disclose a control means allowing a user to switch 
between a 1 st and 2 nd communications network (PSTN or IP) after either the PSTN or IP 
network has previously been selected. No obvious combination of references found 
would have taught one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use applicant's apparatus 
as claimed.
